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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is the first Office Action on the merits of Application No. 10/065,242 filed on 
09/27/02. 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of the Amendment filed on 12/23/03. Claims 15-20 have been 
canceled accordingly. Claims 1-14 are currently pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Applicant's election of the invention of group I, claims 1-14, in Paper No. 3 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

4. No claim is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 142(b) as being 
drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was 
made without traverse in Paper No. 3. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1-8 and 10-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Brown 
et al. (US 6,176,808). 
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Regarding claims 1 and 10, Brown et al teach a transmission for a hybrid electric vehicle 
(see Fig. 2) comprising a traction motor (i.e., electric motor) drivingly connected to an engine; an 
input shaft (22) with a main transmission fluid pump drivingly connected thereto; an electrically 
controlled hydraulic shift system (see Fig. 8); a low-reverse clutch (168) and a forward clutch 
(176) connected to the hydraulic shift system; an electrically driven fluid pump (230); and a shut 
down shuttle valve (232) operatively engaging the electrically driven fluid pump (230), the low- 
reverse clutch (168) and the forward clutch (176), and switchable to selectively engage and 
disengage the electronically driven pump (230) from the hydraulic shift system. 

Regarding claims 2-4, 6, 1 1 and 12, Brown et al show a forward-reverse solenoid (164) 
and a forward-reverse shuttle (208). The shut down shuttle (232) is shifted to the left when the 
fluid pressure produced by the electronically driven fluid pump (230) exceeds the fluid pressure 
produced by the main transmission fluid pump, and shut down shuttle (232) is shifted to the right 
when the fluid pressure produced by the electronically driven fluid pump (230) is less than the 
fluid pressure produced by the main transmission fluid pump (col. 12, lines 3-30). 

Regarding claims 5, 7, 8 and 13, a pressure transducer (242) operatively engages the fluid 
output of the electronically driven fluid pump (230), and the forward clutch (176) operatively 
engages a second pressure transducer (i.e., the upper transducer). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 9 and 14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 
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8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record does not disclose or render obvious a motivation to provide for a 
transmission as defined by the limitations of claims 9 and 14; including a solid relay connected 
to and drivable by a controller in communication with the pressure transducer. 



Cited Prior Art 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure: Harada et al.'072, Tabata'389, Aoki et al.'947, Yamamoto'351, Nakamori et al '326, 
and Eguchi et al'357 which each shows a hydraulic shift control for a vehicle transmission.
